Record-breaking Margaret calls it a day after 46 years 


THE UK’S longest-serving lollipop lady is 
retiring after more than 40 years at the 
same pelican crossing. 

Friday was the emotional final day for 
Margaret Wiggett, 77, who has seen 
Stopsley Primary schoolchildren safely 
across Hitchin Road since 1965. 

Her only absences during a 46 year 
period have been for a cataract 
operation in 2002 and a week of 
bereavement when husband Bob died in 
1985 - but she returned to work the day 
after his funeral. 

Great-grandmother Mrs Wiggett [far 
right] of Hazelwood Close, Luton, says her 
career highlights include being made an 


MBE by Prince Charles at Buckingham 
Palace in recognition of her service to the 
school at a ceremony in 1995. She also 
scooped the Frontline Employee of the 
Year accolade at last year’s National 
Transport Awards. 

Mrs Wiggett said: “It’s been an absolute 
pleasure working with Stopsley Primary 
School, and I’ve been lucky to have met 
so many nice and supportive people. 

“I knew I had to retire this year, now the 
winter is drawing close. I’m petrified of 
ice and I have sciatica. 

“It’s still very busy round there, but 
they’re good drivers. I’ve thoroughly 
enjoyed it. The children are lovely. It’s 


a way of life. Getting the MBE from Prince 
Charles was wonderful. 

“I don’t know what I’m going to do now. 
It’s going to be very difficult.” 

Stopsley Primary headteacher Kim Hall 
said: “As a school we have been so 
fortunate to have such a dedicated and 
committed lady supporting our children 
in road safety. We shall miss her.” 

Mrs Wiggett took over the mantle of the 
UK’s longest serving lollipop lady in May 
following the retirement of Brenda Mann 
MBE, who helped children at St Laurence 
Church Junior and Infant Schools in 
Northfield, Birmingham - also for 46 
years. 



Chemical attack victim 
is so lucky to be alive’

A SIXTY-FOUR-YEAR-OLD man has been 
found guilty of his role in a horrific attack on 
a neighbour who was left with chemical and 
flame burns. 

During a trial the jury heard that victim 
Timothy Sheridan suffered an ordeal which 
involved boiling water, caustic soda, an iron 
and a broom handle being used on him at the 
flat of Jennifer Collins in Crawley Green Road, 
Luton. 

Barry Medlock had told Luton Crown Court 
he did not take part in the assault, which left 
Mr Sheridan with scars, and tried to intervene. 

He said he saw Jackie Kerr, 38, attack Mr 
Sheridan with a broom handle until it broke 
and had tried to go to the injured man’s assis¬ 
tance. 

He also said he witnessed Kerr put caustic 


soda over a blood-stained towel that was 
over Mr Sheridan’s head and then set light to 
it and Collins, 36, pouring a kettle of cold 
water over his head which he assumed ‘was 
to put the fire out’. 

But he said that was followed by Kerr pick¬ 


ing up a stereo and hurling it at Mr Sheridan, 
after which he left. Mr Sheridan also suffered 
a broken finger and wounds that needed 
stitches as a result of the attack. 

Medlock, also of Crawley Green Road, was 
convicted of grievous bodily harm. Collins 


and Kerr, of no fixed abode, had previously 
pleaded guilty to their parts in the assault on 
October 7 and 8 last year. 

Prosecutor Claudette Elliott said: “This was 
a very serious assault on a man in his 60s at 
his friend’s flat. 

“The injured person, Timothy Sheridan, 
was assaulted over a prolonged period of 
time while he was visiting Jenny Collins’ flat.” 

Speaking after the verdict, Detective 
Constable Jonathan Wheeler said: “This was a 
horrific crime which has left the victim with 
not only physical but emotional scars and he 
is lucky to be alive. 

“I am satisfied that the jury has come to the 
right decision and I hope that this sends out a 
clear message to those who take part in 
violent offences.” 

All three have been remanded in to custody 
and will reappear before Crown Court for sen¬ 
tencing within three weeks.

Job loss fear at property management firm

L&D’s £3m A&E and 
EAU units are opened

THE new £3 million emergency department 
at a hospital has been officially opened. 

It is hoped the refurbished area of the Luton 
& Dunstable Hospital which is made up of 
A&E and the Emergency Assessment Unit

Worker fell and died during 
refurb on bank’s exterior 

A CONTRACTOR who died after falling from a 
ladder has been named. 

Tony Bolt suffered the fall while carrying out 
refurbishment work on the exterior of the 
Yorkshire Bank building in George Street, Luton, 
on Wednesday. 

Paramedics desperately tried to save his life, but 
their efforts were in vain and he was later 
pronounced dead at Luton & Dunstable Hospital. 

An eyewitness who works in a nearby shop, who 
we agreed not to 
name, said: “It 
was horrible. He 
had fallen and a 
drill had gone 
into his neck. 

“The blood 
was just 

everywhere. The 
paramedics 
were so good, 
they were trying 
to do CPR but he went into cardiac arrest. 

“They were there for about 15 to 20 minutes 
trying to bring him back. 

“It was such a tragic accident. His colleague was 
covered in blood, he was trying to stop the 
bleeding. He was screaming and crying.” 

Floral tributes were left at the scene on Thursday, 
with one saying ‘Never met you but sorry we could 
not bring you back’. 

A spokeswoman from First Choice Group, for 
which Mr Bolt worked, said: "Our thoughts and 
condolences are with the family of Tony Bolt at 
this time. 

“He was a valued and respected member of our 
team and will be sorely missed." 

A Yorkshire Bank spokeswoman confirmed he 
was a contractor and did not work for the bank 
and added: “We send our deepest sympathies to 
his family.” 

At the time of going to press the coroner was still 
awaiting the results of the post-mortem 
examination. 

The Health and Safety Executive is aware of the 
incident and is helping Bedfordshire Police with 
their investigation. 

The police said there are no suspicious 
circumstances.

Halloween hi-jinks run 
risk of assault charges

POLICE have warned trick-or-treaters 
they will be charged with assault if they 
throw water bombs. 

During this time of year, police receive 
many extra complaints about 
Halloween-related activities. 

Police say that some of these are about 
noise or general ‘high spirits’ - but often 
the fun has ‘degenerated into serious 
inconvenience and outright criminal 
activity’. 

They said that ‘activities such as throw¬ 
ing eggs, flour and water bombs at other 
people or their property are, at the least, 
frightening for those who are subjected 
to it and at worst can mean the police 
investigating crimes such as assault. 


‘Coupled with the onset of Bonfire 
night, Halloween can also mean extra 
problems with fireworks being thrown or 
used irresponsibly. 

‘Letting off fireworks near the road is a 
criminal offence.’ 

In a bid to help reduce these types of 
incidents, Bedfordshire Police will have 
extra patrols in operation across the 
county. 

Inspector Alex House, Head of 
Community Safety for the force, said: 
“During Halloween some people, partic¬ 
ularly the elderly and vulnerable, can 
find it very frightening to have large 
groups unexpectedly calling at their 
homes asking for treats. 

“If possible, parents and guardians 
should go out trick or treating with their 
children, sticking to well-lit areas and 


only knocking on the doors of people 
they know. Some people may have ‘No 
trick or treat’ posters up at their doors 
and we ask that these are respected. 

“We don’t want to spoil anyone’s fun, 
we simply want to ensure people have a 
safe and enjoyable Halloween.” 

Bedfordshire Police have launched 
four posters to remind people to stay 
safe during the festivities as well as a 
poster for residents who do not want 
callers at their door and another for shop 
owners to place in their window advising 
that eggs and flour will be sold at their 
discretion. 

Officers have already been to schools 
around Bedfordshire to hand out 
posters.

Cops hand out £45,000 
for staff injury claims

SLIPPING on a wet toilet floor 
and the back falling off a chair are 
just some of the causes of acci¬ 
dents Bedfordshire Police have 
forked out more than £45,000 in 
compensation for over the past 
five years. 

Figures released following a 
request under the Freedom of 
Information Act show the cash- 
strapped force has paid out £45,894 
to aggrieved complainants since 
2006. 

The largest payment over that 
time was £10,000 to a female 
Priority Crime Officer after the 
back of a chair snapped off, caus¬ 
ing the officer to fall and hit her 
head on a cabinet. 

The incident happened in August 
2003, but the case wasn’t closed 
and the money paid out until more 
than four years later in November 
2007. 

In another accident, a handrail 
came loose from a wall and a crime 
investigation officer fell down 


some stairs. The incident hap¬ 
pened in July 2001 and the case was 
closed, with £7,300 paid out in 
February 2006. 

The year where the most was paid 
was 2007/08 when £23,198 was 
forked out. In 2008/09 no pay¬ 
ments were made. 

A Bedfordshire Police spokesman 
said: ‘Any work-related accident 
involving members of staff is con¬ 
sidered by our insurance company. 

“Investigations of this sort can 
vary considerably in length with 
information, evidence and state¬ 
ments all having to be gathered 
before a decision is made. 

“Should a payment be necessary 
then it is done so by Bedfordshire 
Police's insurance reserve unless 
the claim is for more than £100,000 
when it will be paid by our insur¬ 
ance company.”

Motorway roadworks 
speeders fined £ 800 k

FINES totalling more than £800,000 
have been handed out to drivers speed¬ 
ing through the roadworks on the Ml. 

Between April 2010 and September 
2011, 13,723 fixed penalty notices were 
issued for breaking the 50mph safety 
limit currently in place between 
Junctions 10 and 13 while the motorway 
is widened. 

At £60 per penalty, that makes a total of 
£823,380. 

In luly alone, 2,784 people were caught 
speeding which works out, on average, at 
90 people per day. More than 2,000 were 
also caught in August. 

The lowest number of speeders were 
caught during December and fanuary, 
perhaps because of the cold weather and 
therefore dangerous conditions. In 



lanuary just 29 offenders were clocked 
speeding. 

The figures were revealed via a Freedom 
of Information Act request. 

John Bourne, Highways Agency senior 
project manager, said: “Road workers 
work in a dangerous environment and it 
is vital that drivers show them respect 


and consideration by driving safely and 
keeping within the speed limit. 

“The temporary 50mph in place on the 
Ml in Bedfordshire is there to protect 
both road users and workers from acci¬ 
dents or injury during the construction 
works. Driving through half a mile of 
roadworks at 50mph takes just ten sec¬ 
onds more than driving at 70mph. Our 
message to road users is clear - do not 
risk lives and wreck families for a few sec¬ 
onds of selfishness. 

“The Agency is making improvements 
to the Ml between lunctions 10 and 13 
‘to cope with the high volume of traffic by 
relieving congestion and reducing 
delays, leading to more reliable journeys’. 

A hard shoulder running scheme is 
being put in place between the junctions 
to be used as a fourth lane at busy times. 

Construction for the improvements to 
lunctions 11 and 12 began in February, 
and the whole scheme will be completed 
in spring 2013.

Is the green way better? 

SIR - Soaring energy prices are taking 
average families to the brink of fuel 
poverty. 

A predicted cold winter is bad news. 
Old people will die of cold. But Britain 
is now energy rich. The British 
Geological Survey estimates the UK 
may have 150 billion cubic metres of 
recoverable reserves of clean burning 
gas from shale beds and the US 
Department of Energy puts the UK’s 
shale resources at 560 billion cubic 
metres. Drilling for shale gas is now 
underway in Lancashire. 

Luton’s 60,000 households pay 
around £1,300 per year each, or £77.5 
million in total yearly, for their energy. 
Energy companies must buy ten per 
cent of their energy from ‘renewable’ 
sources such as solar or wind which

on average costs around four times 
more than normal prices. Excluding 
Luton’s businesses our domestic users 
could save 40 per cent, or £31m year¬ 
ly, if this ‘renewable’ energy rule was 
dropped. 

We are bombarded with govern¬ 
ment propaganda against burning 
fossil fuel. Schoolchildren are told 
Carbon Dioxide (C02) is poison and 
that it causes global warming (alias 
‘climate change’). 

However, the recent publication of 
results from the CLOUD experiment 
at the CERN laboratory in Switzerland 
underscores the cosmic connection 
to Earth’s climate, and the absurdities 
of current climate models.

Elderly are being failed 

SIR - The National Federation of 
Occupational Pensioners (NFOP) is 
a voluntary body that campaigns on 
behalf of members of occupational 
pension schemes. 

We are the oldest and largest occu¬ 
pational pensioner organisation in 
the UK, with more than 86,000 mem¬ 
bers nationwide. 

We campaign on a wide range of 
policy areas affecting our members 
and the lives of older people in gener¬ 
al, such as pensions, poverty, care and 
transport. 

A Care Quality Commission report, 
which was published on Tuesday, 
showed that fewer than half of NHS 
hospitals are currently meeting the 
standards of care required by law. 

The highly critical report highlight¬ 
ed that elderly people are often treat¬ 
ed poorly, with staff showing them a 
lack of compassion and respect. 

The report confirms what many 
older people’s organisations had 
already suspected - that the elderly 
are marginalised by the NHS and not 
treated with the dignity that they 
deserve. 

It is time that the Government takes 
action to make elderly patients a pri¬ 
ority. Ministers and NHS leaders have 
historically wrung their hands and 
expressed regret, and have agreed 
how awful it is. Yet despite promising 
changes the issue of the NHS treat¬ 
ment of the elderly is constantly 
kicked into the long grass. 

Nothing is done. Meanwhile, many 
older people and their families suffer 
terribly. Who will be held accountable 
for the appalling treatment of older 
people amounting to gross negli¬ 
gence and abuse, and what action 
will be taken against them?

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Grubby Tubby J’s 
put ‘public at risk’

MAGISTRATES blasted a fast 
food outlet’s ‘disgusting’ con¬ 
ditions. 

Tubby J’s, formerly of 
Dunstable Road, Luton, was 
fined £5,000 for various 
breaches of hygiene and leg¬ 
islation discovered during a 
food safety investigation. 

It was found that staff were 
not adequately trained in 
hygiene or wearing protective 
clothing, and food was open 
to potential contamination. 

Once inspectors had estab¬ 
lished the depth of the prob¬ 
lems between January and 
October 2010 through autho¬ 
rised surveillance, Luton 
Borough Council prosecuted 
the now out-of-business firm. 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court, 
it was heard how licensing 
officers discovered that the 
shop owners repeatedly sold 
food after 11pm without a late 
night refreshment licence. 

Council food officers found 
the structure and cleanliness 
of the shop fell below that 
required by law. 

During sentencing, magis¬ 
trates said they were appalled 
that ‘the disgusting condi¬ 
tions’ had been allowed by 
Faisal Khan, director of Select 
Assist Limited which owned 
the shop, despite the co-oper¬ 


ation and persistence of the 
local authority’. 

They added: “The premises 
presented an ongoing risk to 
the public and we congratu¬ 
late the local authority in 
dealing with that.” 

Cllr Dave Taylor said: “The 
council’s duty is to uphold the 
licensing and health and safe¬ 
ty legislation to ensure all 
businesses are operating fair¬ 
ly and safely, without placing 
public health at risk. 

“The massive fine awarded 
by the court demonstrates 
just how serious breaking the 
law can be.” 

Select Assist Limited was 
sentenced to fines of £1,500 
for breaches of food hygiene 
legislation, £1,000 for breach¬ 
es of the health and safety leg¬ 
islation and a further £2,500 
for breaches of licensing leg¬ 
islation - a total of £5,000. 

Khan, formerly of Priory 
Gardens, Luton, but who is 
understood to now be in 
Pakistan, was also fined 
£2,500 for breaches of food 
hygiene legislation and a fur¬ 
ther £2,000 for breaches of 
licensing legislation - a total 
of £4,500. 

The council was awarded 
costs of £8,161 against both 
the company and 33-year-old 
Khan. The total fines amount¬ 
ed to £17,661, including vic¬ 
tim surcharges.

Hero collects medal 


AS a combat engineer whose 
job it is to defuse bombs, it is 
Aaron Beattie’s task to clear a 
safe path so his comrades can 
progress to where they need 
to be. 

Sapper Mr Beattie provided 
support to the NATO-led 
mission to prepare the Afghans 
to fully take over the security of 
their own country. 

He was deployed with 32 
Engineer Regiment in Lashkar 
Gah and Nahr-e-Saraj between 
March and September. 

Members of the team were 
primarily involved in the con¬ 
struction and upgrade of 
Forward Operating Bases (FOBs) 
and military checkpoints, and 
also cleared convoy routes by 
detecting and destroying hidden 
improvised explosive devices 
(IEDs). 

Mr Beattie, who joined the 
Army in 2008 and served as a 
plant operator and engineer in 
Afghanistan, received a medal 
at a special ceremony at his 
barracks in Bergen Hohne, in 
northern Germany. 

He said: “If a convoy route was 
blown up I had to reinstate it, 
clear the way and make sure it 
was safe using one of our huge 
excavators. 

“I was also part of an isolation 
team in which as part of a small 
patrol we would leave our vehi¬ 
cles and search the surrounding 
area around a convoy for any 
signs of boobytraps. 


AN ARMY bomb disposal expert has been presented 
with his campaign medal after a six month tour in 
Afghanistan. Former Halyard High School pupil 
Aaron Beattie, 25, of Luton, has one of the most 
demanding jobs in the world - detecting and 
destroying boobytraps on the front line in searing 
heat. LUISTRACCIA reports. 


“It was a busy and strenuous 
tour, we also had to repair 
vehicles that had been hit by 
IEDs often working in tempera¬ 
tures of 40c or more.” 

The 32 Engineers are part of 
7th Armoured Brigade, better 
known as the famous Desert 
Rats, which supported 3 
Commando Brigade during 
the tour. 

They were instrumental in 
constructing and upgrading 
tactical infrastructure for the 
teams of British soldiers who 
were preparing the Afghan 
National Security forces for tran¬ 
sition in Helmand province. 

Mr Beattie, whose parents 
James and Joanne also live in 
Luton, was one of 330 members 
of the regiment to deploy to 
Afghanistan. 

He added: “I met many Afghan 
locals who were mostly very 
friendly. I had done a basic 
Pashtu course but it is a very 
hard language. 

“I am glad to get my medal, 


and proud of the job that we are 
doing in Afghanistan.” 

Earlier this month Mr Beattie 
had his stint in Afghanistan 
recognised when he was 
presented with a medal to reflect 
his achievement in the area. 

He received his award during 
a parade which was watched by 
the families of the soldiers and 
also included music from the 
Band of the 1st Battalion Irish 
Guards. 

Addressing the soldiers during 
the ceremony Major General 
James Bashall, General Officer 
Commanding Germany-based 
1 (UK) Armoured Division, who 
presented the medals, said: “For 
most of us there are moments in 
our careers that are memorable 
and special. 

“For all of you I hope this is a 
memorable day. I would like to 
thank you for your work in 
Afghanistan. 

“We are making progress in 
Afghanistan but that progress is 
not always glamorous and

At risk’ groups urged to stay healthy this winter and get jab 


PRIMARY care trusts are 
urging ‘at risk’ groups to 
protect themselves from 
seasonal flu. 

GP practices across Luton 
and Bedfordshire are 
running vaccine clinics and 
patients are being advised to 
book an appointment now 
before flu starts to circulate. 

Although the majority of 
older people get their vaccine 


each year, the NHS is particu¬ 
larly warning people under 
65 who have certain medical 
conditions not to underesti¬ 
mate the bug. 

Figures show that 70 per 
cent of those who died from 
flu last year in the UK were 
aged between 15 to 64 but 
fewer than half of under-65s 
actually took it up. 

Everyone aged 65 and 


above is routinely offered the 
jab, as are younger people 
with medical conditions such 
as heart disease, diabetes, 
multiple sclerosis, kidney 
and liver disease. 

Pregnant women, at any 
stage of pregnancy, are also 
being advised to get vaccinat¬ 
ed, as they are more prone to 
complications from flu that 
can cause serious illness for 


both mother and baby. Carers 
and those living in residential 
or nursing homes are also 
eligible for the free vaccine. 

Gerry Taylor, NHS Luton’s 
director of public health, 
said: “If people are unsure 
whether they should be get¬ 
ting vaccinated or if they 
would like further informa¬ 
tion then they should contact 
their GP practice.”

D ' sc ^ery Luton Culture 
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Benefit fraudster had 
£84k in bank accounts

A FRAUDSTER stole more than 
£14,000 from taxpayers by 
claiming benefits while having 
£84,000 secretly stashed away in 
bank accounts. 

Anthony Hines, 59, of Heswall 
Court, Luton, appeared at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday 
and was convicted of benefit 
fraud, in that he failed to tell 
Luton Borough Council about his 
savings when he claimed housing 
and council tax benefit. 

The court heard how the coun¬ 
cil’s Audit and Investigations 
team investigated Hines and 
found he had kept hidden savings 
of more than £84,000 in four bank 
accounts. 

By dishonestly failing to declare 





his true financial circumstances 
to the council, Hines fraudulently 
received benefit payments 
totalling £14,390. 

Hines, who has now fully repaid 
the overpayment to the council, 


pleaded guilty to the charges and 
received a 12-month Community 
Order with a four-month curfew 
from 8pm-6am. He was also 
ordered to pay £220 towards the 
council’s prosecution costs. 

Cllr Robin Harris (left), portfolio 
holder for finance, said: “Most 
people claiming benefits really 
need them. It’s such a shame that 
a few fraudsters can give the 
whole process such a bad image.”

Salt stocks raised as council prepares for winter 


AS the evenings draw in and 
winter fast approaches, Central 
Bedfordshire Council is getting 
salt stocks filled up and gritters 
at the ready. 

Following last year’s severe 
weather the council has 
replenished its salt stock to 
more than 5,000 tonnes and has 
put together a fleet of 18 new 
gritters. The council’s highways 


contractor, Amey, has 
completed 22 surfacing 
projects, 15 footway plans and 
eight patching schemes. 

A further 24 patching and 
surface schedules have also 
been carried out, as well as 33 
smaller initiatives across the 
county. 

Earlier this year, the council 
received a Government grant of 


more than £700,000 to help with 
pothole repairs. 

The grant was the council’s 
share of the additional funding 
supplied by the Department for 
Transport, as well as the 
council’s own allocated funding 
of £5.75 million.

What is Fostering? 

Fostering means looking after a child or young person in your house for an agreed period 
of time. The child’s/ young person’s parents and/ or their Local Authorities/ Trusts remain 
legally responsible for them; your job is to provide care and accommodation. You will also 
be required to help the child/ young person achieve some goals; these goals will be 
agreed between the Local Authority/Trust, the child/ young person, their parents, you and 
your family. 

Fostering is undertaken by lots of different households all across the country. We make 
the decision based on your skills and attributes, not your colour, creed, class, or sexual 
orientation. 

Who is Fostered? 

Children and young people, who are unable to live with their own family, are ‘looked after’ 
by their Local Authority/ Trust. The Local Authority/ Trust considers the needs of the child/ 
young person and makes recommendations about where the child/ young person should 
live until independence or until they are able to return to their birth family. 

Children and young people come into fostercare for a number of reasons and individual 
circumstances; this could be neglect, effects of domestic violence, various types of 
abuse, a disability which requires their current Carers needing a break. 

Children and young people who are fostered are aged between 0-18 years, they can be 
of any ethnicity, religion or background. A foster placement could last one day, a couple 
of months or several years. 

When you become a Foster Carer, you are pledging to offer a child or young person a 
stable, safe, secure and comfortable home, so they may fulfil their potential.

Excuse me while I set up 
my offshore tax account 


D EAR Tax Inspector, I am 
writing to inform you of a 
change of address. I am not 
actually moving but from April 1 next 
year my address for taxation 
purposes will be 1, Sea View, George 
Town, Grand Cayman, Cayman 
Islands. 

To help the British economy, 

I have decided to avoid paying much 
of my income tax by basing myself, 
for financial matters only, in a well- 
respected tax haven. 

I accept that I am following in the 
footsteps of most major companies. 
In fact all but two of the FTSE 100 
firms use such havens to avoid 
paying tax. Britain’s four biggest 
banks, HSBC, Barclays, Lloyds and 
RBS have 1,649 tax haven 
companies between them. And one 
of those banks we own. 

Now while I recognise that tax 
avoidance, unlike tax evasion, is 
perfectly legal, I was under the 
mistaken impression that it was 
generally a bad thing. 

I believed that companies which 
avoid paying tax are not doing their 
bit to pay for all the things this 
country needs, such as roads and 
hospitals, and are not helping us 
grow out of the morass of debt into 
the sunny uplands of solvency and 
prosperity. I could not have been 
more wrong. 

Right-wing economists - is there 
any other kind - and Parlia¬ 
mentarians are falling over 
themselves to tell us that these 
companies not paying their taxes is 
good for Britain and the economy. 

This enables them to make greater 
profits, which are reinvested into the 
country, providing jobs and greater 


taxes (which they then don’t pay, 
increasing the virtuous circle). Try to 
keep up. Now, if this was the case, I 
hear some of you muttering, would it 
not be simpler to cut the taxes 
companies pay, avoiding the need 
for tax avoidance? But life is not 
simple. 

There would be protests that these 
multi-billion companies, some of 
whom have been bailed out by the 
taxpayer, not only don’t pay taxes 
but the bosses give themselves 
enormous bonuses, whether they 
have earned them or not. Moreover 
they do not put their profits back 
into the British economy, should they 
make any. Yes, some people can be 
that petty and small-minded as to 
raise such matters. 

So, the best of all possible worlds 
is for politicians to clearly state that 
companies must pay taxes, like 
everyone else, but quietly let them 
avoid so doing. 

It is a win-win, as the Government 
not only sees the economy growing 
in the private sector but can 
truthfully state there is not enough 
revenue to pay for all these publicly 
funded excesses, such as education, 
the NHS etc. 

And in gratitude at such wisdom, 
some of the companies give political 
donations to keep the parties going. 

So, now understanding the logic of 


the situation, I wish to help. By 
setting up my financial address in 
the Cayman Islands, I too will avoid 
paying tax. 

I will use that money to buy goods 
and services in the local 
restaurants, hostelries and shops. I 
may have to visit the Cayman 
Islands twice a year to file my tax 
returns but can probably claim that 
back as justified expenses. 

We all have the interests of the 
nation at heart and I do not want 
people to feel I am not doing my bit. 

M Y mum was a bit confused 
this week as to why 
‘BlackBerry jam’ was 
making the news. 

She used to make blackberry jam 
and does not understand why the 
young mothers of today are not 
doing the same, as it is a cheap 
source of nutrition. I did not tell her 
it could have been worse, as, if 
Apple had similar problems we 
might have seen ‘Blackberry and 
Apple crumble’, one of my childhood 
favourites. As it is ‘Blackberry jam 
helped Apple turnover’. 

All this talk of food led to my mum 
saying we need a frost 
pretty soon, as sprouts only taste 
good after one, and she soon needs 
to put them on a low simmer for 
Christmas.

That is the message from 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
which is keen to stress that 
Crescent Court, in The Crescent, 
Toddington, is one of the first 
schemes to be looked at as part of 
its review of housing accommo¬ 
dation for older people. 

The authority says the review is 
aimed at ‘ensuring that it meets 
needs, expectations and modern 
standards’. 

Cllr Carole Hegley (right) said: 
“The council has made no deci¬ 
sion on the future of Crescent 
Court. 

“In order to enable us to do this 
we need to hear and consider the 
views of the occupants of Crescent 
Court, their families and friends 
and members of the local commu¬ 
nity on how we can provide the 
type of housing that best meets 
their current and future needs.” 

As part of the consultation 
process Central Beds has organ¬ 
ised a number of displays in the 
village to illustrate the different 
options on which residents and 
occupants of Crescent Court are 
being asked to give their views. 

These options are: 

■ Option one - Major refurbish¬ 
ment of the existing building on a 
phased basis 

■ Option two - Development of 
an Extra Care Scheme on the 



existing Crescent Court site, 
including provision for people 
with dementia. This option could 
be developed by the Council or a 
Housing Association 
■ Option three - Development of 
an Extra Care Scheme on a new 
site (yet to be identified) in 
Toddington, including provision 
for people with dementia. This 
option could be developed by the 
council or a housing association 
A public meeting will be held at 
Toddington Village Hall on 
November 2 at 7pm, with all resi¬ 
dents welcome to attend and dis¬ 
cuss the options with representa¬ 


tives from the council. A display 
of the plans is on view at 
Toddington Library until 
November 1.

Lively Etna adds spice to Sicily fun 


TRAVEL REVIEW 

HALLELUJAH. Sun-drenched hills 
covered in vines, lemon and orange 
groves, olive trees and beautiful 
almonds. Ancient towns spread 
against a clear aqua marine sea or 
perched on hill-tops like storks' 
nests. 

African, Greek, Italian and even 
Norman history on every corner. 
Food and wine to die for. All under 
the majestic shadow of Europe’s 
liveliest volcano. 

Yes, this is Sicily, land of all I have 
said, with the added spice of the 
Sicilians themselves. 

These are the most friendly, helpful 
people you could imagine, who love 
nothing more than to show you how 
beautiful their country is. 

Unless, allegedly, you cross them. 
Then you could end up sleeping 
with the fishes. 

We flew into Catania, Sicily’s sec¬ 
ond city. The airport was actually 
closed when we arrived, due to Mt 
Etna misbehaving, and were left 
circling for an hour before landing. 

We spent our first night in Catania, 
which has one of the best preserved 
Baroque centres in the world. The 
rest of Catania is, however, a busy 
industrial city and port and 
probably not best suited to family 
holidays. 

The next day we headed out to 
Taormina, which is a Mediterranean 
gem. Perched on a hill, with the 
Ionian sea one side and Etna the 
other, it is a maze of streets, mostly 
pedestrianised, and littered with 
cafes, restaurants, bars and enough 
shops even to keep the present Mrs 
Lowe happy. There is a cable car 
down to the beach, which is shingle 
rather than sand but, that apart, is 
perfect to swim in, set in a cove with 
a small island at one end. 

The town also boasts an old Greek 
theatre, built in the Hellenistic age 
and then rebuilt by the Romans. It 
became an arena for gladiatorial 
combat and still hosts somewhat 
less bloody shows in the summer. 

There are trips to Etna, but it is still

snow-capped and pretty cold up 
there, so if you go, plan some warm 
clothing. We preferred swimming, in 
the hotel pool, or the sea, with a bit 


of sight-seeing on foot, between eat¬ 
ing some of the best pasta and fresh¬ 
est fish I can remember. 

Speaking of the hotel, we stayed at 
the Dia Dora, a very fine establish¬ 
ment, with lovely gardens tumbling 
down the hillside. 

Up the coast is Messina, another 
very attractive town, best known for 
being only a stone’s throw from the 
Italian mainland. Try not to mention 
the Messina straits to the Sicilians, 
however. The Italian Government 
plans to build a bridge across the 
straits, joining Sicily with the main¬ 
land. It is fair to say the locals are 
not happy, and if I was the govern¬ 
ment, I would be tempted to use the 


financial crisis to quietly drop the 
idea. One place we did visit was 
nearby Castelmola, a village perched 
on a rock. At the top of the village is 
a medieval castle and what must be 
one of the finest panoramic views 
in the world. 

Other sights we have saved for 
next time include the market in 
Palermo, called La Vucciria, the 
Alcantara Gorge and the ancient 
city of Syracuse. 

Not that we need an excuse to 
return to one of the Mediterranean’s 
most beautiful and surprising 
islands. And relaxing. I certainly 
slept after the fishes.

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YOU can’t fail to have noticed that the live

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 



Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

THIS afternoon the American 
football franchises of the 
Chicago Bears and Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers will face off against 
each other in a regular NFL 
league game at Wembley. 

A London fixture has been a 
part of the USA’s biggest sport 
for a number of years now and, 
no doubt, has elevated calls for a 
so-called 39th game in football’s 
Premier League to be farmed 
out to foreign soil. 

As money - at the higher levels 
of the game anyway - increas¬ 
ingly walks the walk, there’s no 
prizes for guessing what was the 
motivation behind Liverpool 
chief executive Ian Ayre’s argu¬ 
ment last week that the Reds 
should be allowed to pull away 
from the rest of their contempo¬ 
raries and negotiate their own 
television deal in lucrative mar¬ 
kets abroad. 

But after a physical, though 
ultimately drab televised Friday 
evening in Grimsby, punctuated 
only by a 73rd minute winner 
from Luton Town striker Tommy 
Wright on his full debut, it’s 
probably safe to say that there is 
relatively little danger of the 
Blue Square Bet Premier getting 
farmed out to the small screens 
of the world. 

And one saving grace is that 
broadcaster Premier Sports has¬ 
n’t followed in the footsteps of 
Sky Sports and tried to brand the 
experience a la Super Sunday, 
because Fabulous Friday it 
wasn’t. 

Yet only one fact is important 
and that is the positive notch in 
the column marked games won. 

The thing about winning is 
that nobody cares how you do it. 
And a 1-0 victory is often one of 
the sweetest of all, particularly 
on the road - just ask Gooners of 
a George Graham vintage about 
a well-trotted out ditty to 
celebrate their favourite score¬ 
line at the time. 

That was why when Wrexham 
did it to Luton on Tuesday, Red 
Dragons fans could overlook the 



outrageous time-wasting tactics 
of their side. And likewise, 
Wright’s bullet header at 
Blundell Park is why things now 
look a little rosier in the 
Kenilworth Road garden. 

And now, with no midweek 
game ahead of an FA Cup quali¬ 
fier on Saturday, the promotion 
spotlight can be dimmed some¬ 
what ahead of the following 
week’s visit of Fleetwood, one of 
the pre-season favourites for 
the Conference title. 

Manager Gary Brabin had 
called for his side to learn how 
to win ugly after the defeat to 
Wrexham and the results of that 
proved fruitful at the first 
attempt. 

He said on Friday: “I thought it 


was important that we bounced 
back after the disappointments 
of Tuesday night. We have to be 
a little more unpredictable.” 

He went on to add: “There are 
some really good footballers at 
the club and I want us to believe 
that. 

“I asked us to be a little bit 
braver because we knew they’d 
play 4-4-2. So did we, and every¬ 
thing I asked of the lads they 
gave me.”

enough to fly out of the traps 
from the opening whistle, only to 
go off the boil after 20 minutes 
when no breakthrough has been 
forthcoming. 

Goalscorer Wright said: “We 
needed it after the performance 
on Tuesday night. 

“We’ve come here in front of the 
cameras and I thought we bat¬ 
tled well. We started the game 
really well but probably went off 
the boil a little bit. Overall, we 
probably did deserve it.” 

Though Grimsby goalie James 
McKeown threw his body in the 
way of two first-half Stuart 
Fleetwood attempts there was lit¬ 
tle cut and thrust. And as an 
aside, Luton were equally thank¬ 
ful to Mark Tyler for keeping the 


Mariners out at the other end. On 
the plus side, what there was or, it 
should be said, who there was, 
came in the shape of Adam 
Watkins. 

In the absence of injured Keith 
Keane (ankle), the youngster’s cen¬ 
tral midfield pairing with Jamie 
Hand, showed the yin and yang of 
their attacking capabilities. 

On the one side, the experience 
of the latter gave the Hatters a 
much needed extra voice. 

Quite often the former Watford 
midfielder could be seen orches¬ 
trating and cajoling the team¬ 
mates around him - something 
the side has perhaps been bereft 
of since the better days of Kevin 
Nicholls. 

But then, quite frequently it was 


Hand who gave the ball away. On 
occasion, a 40-yard raking pass 
would drop to an orange shirt, 
but then again, even a blind 
squirrel finds the occasional 
acorn, so to speak. 

It must be said that the loan 
player’s name is used just to 
highlight the point. It is perhaps 
a wider disease that affects the 
English game, particularly at 
lower levels, where the ball is 
won back and the first instinct is 
to push it long. 

However, when they didn’t, is 
where Watkins shone. Yes, Wright 
stole the plaudits with his win¬ 
ner, but the real star of the show 
was the home-grown youngster. 

Prodding, probing, he either 
dribbled or picked out a short, 
but incisive pass. Either way, the 
midfielder continually pushes 
his case for starting berth, each 
time he’s given the jersey. 

Brabin explained: “I love Adam 
and think people get a little bit 
frustrated that I’m not playing 
him every single game. 

“I don’t want Adam to fall below 
those standards. He’s really pas¬ 
sionate and Luton through and 
through. 

“He’s a young lad and has done 
fantastically every time he 
comes into the side. 

“He was called upon and I 
thought he was excellent.” 

But if his rotation is by some 
measure, a protection policy 
which is enacted again for 
Saturday’s FA Cup clash with 
Hendon and beyond, then the 
evidence just simply doesn’t war¬ 
rant it - the boy can play. If you’re 
good enough, you’re old enough, 
as the saying goes. 

What’s more, his learning curve 
will, arguably, be treated with 
greater tolerance from fans than 
perhaps anyone else because 
he’s one of them. 

There’s potential for the same 
totemic bond with Watkins as 
there is with the likes of Steven 
Gerrard at Liverpool or, formerly, 
Gary Neville at Manchester 
United, because when he kisses 
the badge, he really means it. 

Surely, for supporters, that is 
what the Americans might call 
box office?
